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THE SECOND TERM 



The first term is over and after a week of examinations — a 
period of nightmare?; for some — -the university has entered upon 
trie second half of the session.

This 
is true of athletics, of undergraduate activities and of university life 
in general, l or after all nothing is perfect. 

In the world of sports the senior rugby men made a great 
finish and brought McGill into the top ranks. Critics were con- 
founded and the prospects are Rood for the coming season. Track 
men and tennis stars were successful in retaining their champion- 
ship titles but the former will have to be careful and strengthen 
, their ranks as much as possible, for the Toronto cinder men have 
act their gaze on the silverware and even now arc hard at work 
preparing lor the autumn competitions. The harriers, following the 
precedent of the past few years, again lost and it is high time that 
the undergraduates bolstered up this sport if McGill is to do any- 
thing on the long distance work. All honour to those who did turn 
out but unless a greater degree of popularity is attained this sport 
. . is threatened with an early death. Sec to it that it does not die. 

In underp-aduaie life the freshmen and sophomores are re- 
minded thai the initiation ceremonies did not reflect any great 
glory upon the participating parties. Rules were set down and not 
carried out. Plans were formulated and went awry. And the 
ceremonies approached the borders of the farcical. Let the pres- 
ent freshman year bear this in mind and when the autumn comes 
-we sincerely hope that an entirely satisfactory mode of initiation 
will be inaugurated. If such a thing is possible. 

The students, we think, should also be reminded that certain 
.ctivities have not received all the attention of which they were 
'worthy. The meeting of the Students' Society, though featured by 
•nthusiasm and fine reports, was not attended by a thousand un- 
dergraduates and we should whisper in the ears of tho»e who did 
not show enough interest to be present, to so to the next meeting, 
or to forever keep their criticisms to themselves. The Union, es- 
pecially the cafeteria, has been fairly well patronized but the lower 
years have not developed the habit of giving their first attention 
to their own institutions and the time has arrived when realization 
should dawn upon them and they should use common sense. 

And finally, we fear that there are some students who realized 
too late the purposes for which they came to college and in con- 
>> sequence suffered an unhappy fate last week. After all we came 
bere to add to our knowledge and if this has not been done, those 
vho will be asked to leave during the next few days have no one to 
blame except themselves. Those who experienced all the sensa- 
tions which go with narrow escapes will do well if they benefit from 
-the mid-term feelings. 

But to-day we also look forward through the next few months 
before the terminations ot the session. Several athletic titles hang 
in the balance arid we hope that fortune will srnile upon the sons of 
old McGill. 

In other spheres of work there is much to be done and the grand 
climax will be reached when the final examination papers are pre- 
' rented to those, who will be supposed to possess sufficient know- 
ledge to please the examiner. Let us get together and by active 
co-operation and friendly aid make the second term a success, free 
as far as possible from failures and disappointments. 

It is easy enough to make a good start but only those who have 
isdom, who are in good training, and who have practised, finish 
well. We start the new term to-day. What about the finish)

Sport is the Nation's Means

Tho Students' Council of tills Uni- 
versity has received a periodical from 
Atmtria, and many article* in it re- 
flect the opinion of Continental stu- 
dent* in our educational institutions. 
The following, written by nn Austrian 
Professor, is nn "explanation" of To- 
ronto University, but is true of all 
Canadian oollepes: 

Toronto University 

To explain the University of Toron- 
to, would 'oe to understand the spirit, 
of AifSlo-Canadian society. This 
SUeteh only tries to relate the outward 
appearances of things to their under- 
lying oauscs. 

The whole or society here is wore 
of a definite type, steadier and richer 
in its fabric than is the ease with \is 
i:i Austria; and so too is the Uni- 
versity. 

There is one pre.it difference. In 
Society in Austria, as in her universi- 
tés, there is more relation to abstract 
Ideals (such a* those, of art and sci- 
ence than to practical every day life, 
:Vs is the case here. We AuMrians 
have more relation to the intellectual 
side of tiling*, a relation which 10- 
day gives strength to our life: but we. 
unfortunately, are not paying back in 
any measure what we receive. Here 
in Canada, the "soul" is only now 
tiifcins shape. There is a struigle to- 
wards it .coins on, which arises from 
the struggle for culture itself. It is 
in harmony with the specific English 
mind, and its many variations which 
colonial life here brings to the surface. 

The purport of this effort is a long- 
ing for art, for beauty of form, and 
also for a higher valuation of life than 
hitherto. This presupposes, as was 
once the case with us in Europe, a 
certain indifference towards one's 
daily bread, and a sense of connection 
between the past and the -promise o! 
youth. 

One finds this movsnent within the

students, teachers. Its origin is the 
student, and not the teacher.. The 
..need of ..assuring proper education for 
a certain number resulted in the sing- 
ling out of some from the general run 
of society, and leading, them to devote 
their lives to this .aha. A number of 
citizens founded the university. Thus 
it did not arise, as with us. from an 



association of professors (e.g. Padua-, 
Sorbonne), It is first of all a high 
school, not an institute of research; 
and scientific research £oes on for the 
most part outside its walls. 
; A student's worl; consists of lec- 
tures, experimental (practical) work, 
similar to our "Seminars," but dif- 
ferent in their taking up a greater 
part of the students' time, c-.nd in their 
greater importance. The professors, 
(teachers) are divided into lecturers 
îi.nd tutors. Both stand in closest con- 
nection with their students. A result 
of this is that the teacher has far less 
time for his own research work. From, 
our point of view this arr&nçeinent is 
a disadvantage: from the English one, 
an advantage. The general standard 
among the teachers is a little lower 
than with us but all the. students are 
more thoroughly and equally prepared. 
Besides there are hundreds of possi- 
bilities for further study and worl:. 

' The lecturers speak more freely than 
do our own, and give a plan and prin- 
ciple fur acquiring knowledge. "With 
•the tutor's help, the student makes use 
.<*!'. thin, and gains self-dependence. 
This ideal, common to all universities, 
Is carried into effect here in Toronto. 

The students are :•. reproduction of 
the early Angio-Saxon tiine.-: besides 
the representatives of tl»e Northern no- 
tions, there are Irishmen and Scots- 
Jhicn. They ate strung, healthy people 
W.'th sound instincts, and are secure 
against the deeper problems of life. 
Th<> spirit uf the old long past, days 
si.eu.iis. through them, and (for this 
end they have been educated) the 
Ideals of present day society, fortified 
l.y youthful .strength a.nd without the 
maturity of business. They have many 
qualities in common with the. Greeks. 
Anyone seeing them coming back from 
the Stadium, or any other of the many 

; university sports fields, to attend a 
debate in the Convocation Hall, would 
at once be reminded of the youth of 
n-nclent times. Dike thoBe of old, they 
too have a strong social sense. 

Thin leads me to mention cltl/.erw 
as members of the university. As 
they through education prepared the 
boy, so too they influence the young 
man to tarry their ideal into effect. 
They .desire them to become as they 
themselves are, (that sense of conti- 
nuity, after which each living thing 
strives!) >'r something more, and to- 
wards this purposy all the inherent 
power of youth is bent. The good cili- 
-/.e.n provides the form for the commu- 
nity life of the «tudçiit, but nothing 
more; in this he Is very generous- 
Heart House, for example, is u very

The crowd was entertained before tho 
encounter by Olen Adnoy ami bin or' 
chettrit who rendered noine popular 
song* to the delight of all present, 
Amène the most interested spectators, 
occupying a front seat wan KitoI 
Amaron who had been elected captain 
of this years team but was kept out 
of the jja.nio on account of nn accident 
reeeiwd while playing in tho States 
durlncthe Christmas holiday*. 

The $imo commenced with a rush, 
both teams just in '.suing by indies 
after pretty combination. Totter 
opened tho scoring by converting two 
free throws. Little nnd Munson made 
the McGill hopes run high for they 
played well together. Dlltlo managed 
repeatedly to work in under the basket 
when ho had little difficulty In making 
the passes which he received count for 
points.

Dr. Kvc'b addret^ though almost 
entirely in that roalm of science which 
concerne the atom, was of keen In- 
terest to the veriest layman, partly 
because of tho piquant • manner of 
prosntutlon, and still more on ac- 
count of the simplicity of the. address 
Ho announced that Sir Ernest P.uth- 
erford would 'he in Canada next Au- 
gust, when the British ' Association 
meetB in Toronto. 

Sir Ernest was born In 1871' In New 
Zealand where he obtained : his school 
and university education. -He was a- 
warded one of the famous scholar- 
ships endowed with tho profit's of^tho 
1831 exhibition in London, Ho pro- 
ceeded to Cambridge Univerlsty and 
worked in tho Cavendish Laboratory 
under Sir Joseph Thomson. There he 
made his initial dlesovery In tho de- 
tection of radio waves for a distance 
of about half a mile, using a mag- 
netic detector which was afterwards 
developed by Marconi and exten- 
sively used on board ship. 

About thin time the discovery of 
Hoontgcn rays throw vivid light on 
the method by w.hlch ' electricity 
pauses through any gas, including the 
air. Tho little charged cnrrlore of 
electricity called "lonn" were Invest- 
igated with enthusiasm by the Cam- 
bridge school of physicists nnd re- 
markable progress In the understand- 
ing of the properties of electricity 
was thereby made, and In this work 
Huthorford took a prominent part. 

Not long after, a notable physicist,

Bocquorcl, discovered tho radioactive 

properties of "the element. Uranium 
and as n sequel to this, Mudtuno 
Curio extracted from pltchhlondti 
both polonium and radium Those 
discoveries arreatexl tho attention of 
Huthorford at JfcGlll and ho immed- 
iately attacked tho problem with 
vigor, In conjunction with Professor 
Hoddy who had roconUy joined him 
from Oxford. Thoy formulated tho 
thoory of radioactive cluinso" whhdi 
status that certain atoms dlsintergata 
or explode, thereby changing from 
one typo of atom to a now typo of 
atom, emitting radiation» In tho pro- 
cess. This now theory had initially a 
hostile recaption hi tho hniuls of 
many notable scientific men. II ban, 
hovjover, been completely vindicated 
and tho known radioactive elements 
now exceed forty in number. In lltufi 
Rutherford was awarded tho Nobul 
prize for chemistry. 

Sir Ifirneal. wan .at McGill Univer- 
sity from ÎH98 to 1007, whnn ho ac- 
cepted u profesHorultlp at MunoliOHler 
University, England, There ho affoot- 
ed tho notable achievement of delect- 
ing Individual alpha- particles, which 
are really Ibo nuclei of helium atoms, 
projected one by one Into tho lon- 
zaflon chamber.

This was only one of tho hundreds 
of stratllng questions discussed and 
demonstrated at the 'seventy-fifth an-" 
nual convention of tho American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, which ' closed a 'one- week 
session today. More "thon 3000 ethic- 
atom attended. 

Besonrch workers" and private sav- 
ants startled the whole country with 
some of their scientific disclosures of 
the past year at their meetings during 
the week In the classrooms and lab- 
oratories of the ; .University of Cin- 
cinnati. ' . 

The phenomenon of sex reversal, 
whicch was demonstrated in pigeons 
by Dr. Oscar Rlddlo of the research 
staff of Carnegie. Station for Experi- 
mental Evolution, wns one of tho 
many outstanding features of tho 
convention. Pg-. Rlddlo told the extra- 
ordinary story of on egg-layinsr fe- 
male dove that wa.i 'completely 
changed Into a male bird through a 
tubercular infection. Ho pointed out 
that this was common in pignons, and 
snid that It was entirely within tho 
hounds of possibility for man. by art- 
ificial means, to produce tho same 
result lu human babies. He will 
henceforth confine himself to a thor- 
ough research of this problem, and 
predicted that koiiio day human chil- 
dren may come niado to order as for 
nu ilielr sex is concerned. 

Many persons will be slud to loam 
that man Is not descended from the 
npe, hii( from some primal.- of ihe 
npo family, according to Dr. Alos 
ll|rdlokn, the noted anthropologist, 

"Evolution Is a reality, a fact. It 
tveaild he a sad affair if wo had to 
take ourselves as tho Inst word in the 
doyelopment of man. We aro ascend- 
ing to a future still loss animal and 
moro human," ho said.
